When Starting or Continuing a game, the Main Map will be displayed. This 
_ shows what part of the TONKA Construction Site you are currently working in. 


_ Then, someone will explain the next job to you. Usually this will be your bees 
TONKA Joe, but you will also have opportunities to help a lot of other people. 
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In dialogue screens, where a character is explaining the job, use the Control
